UNIGUE MOTOR TOUR FROM 
CAPETOWN TO LONDON 

Brief messages from Capetowr 
which a few days ago chronicled th: 
start of a party of motorists headed 
for London, England, made us th 
first chapter in a story of twentieth 
century adventuring that is likely 
to provide thrills and drama galore 
before it is concluded. 

It is the story of a “tour” that 
will wind through jungle trails, over 
desert wastes, across rivers un 
bridged except by make-shift pon 
toons, through mud and swamps and 
infested marshes. Four mer are at 
tempting to journey, a trail-blazing 
route 10,000 miles long, from Cape- 
town, in the Southernmost part of | 
Africa, to Cairo and thence on 
swing through Europe to London. 

A good share of the trip is over) 
uncharted lands never before 
traversed by a stock car, amid} 
jungle life, where a tropical sun 
burns down by day, and where th 
wilderness cchoes with the threa 
of savage life at night.

Includ- 
ed in the equipment is a complete 
wireless outfit with which the men 
will maintain contact with the out- 
side world, and a medical chest con 
taining anti-venom serum and sur- 
gical and first aid supplies. Each 
member has been inoculated against 
jungle fever. 

Heading the party is the famous 
African adventurer, Captain Lacey. 
Others are a wireless operator, a 
newspaper man, and a motion pic 
ture photographer. Selection of a 
Chevrolet to carry the party was 
logical, following a demonstration 
ofthe rugged qualities of the car 
conducted recently by Lacey, in 
which he bettered by nine hours the 
time of the express mail train over 
the 2,000 mile route between Eliza- 
bethville and Johannesburg, in South 
Africa, 

The Cape-to-London run, sponsor- 
d by General Motors (South Africa) 
Ltd., was planned originally to end 
at Cairo, but interest aroused by 
the project became so keen that the 
route was extended to include visits 
to General Motors plants at Alex- 
andria, Berlin, Antwerp, London 
and Stockholm.

Lost golf balls are soon to be a 
thing of the past. At last a ball has, 
been invented that finds itself-so 
the inventor, Samuel J. Bens, says, 
end he got a patent, too. 

Mr. Bens enumerates several 
forms in which his invention may be 
used by acting upon sound, sight and 
smell. One method is to coat the 
ball with a mixture of volatile 
cloride and a substance that wil! 
produce ammonia in paste form 
which will prevent reaction, When 
the ball falls into the grass the 
moisture near the ground causes a 
chemical reaction and a vapor of 
ammonium cloride arises. The vapor 
can be readily seen by the player. 

Another method is to coat the 
ball with pyrotechnic composition, 
known as “spit devil.” When the 
club hits the ball tiny explosions 
start and will continue for some 
time after the ball has stopped. 
Another way is to immerse the 
in a solution of phosphorous 
and carbon bisulphide. A phosphoric 
glow results. 

By applying various aromatic 
odors on the ball the search can be 
directed by the sense of smell. 


AFTER HARVEST CULTIVATION 
OF HOED-CROP GROUND 
FOR GRAIN 

The yield of grain in Eastern 
Canada, and especially in the Mari- 
time Provinces, depends to a great 
extent upon the time of seeding in 
the Spring. In other words, the 
earlier the ground can be prepared 
and the seed sown, the better are 
the chances for a good crop. 

The cost of production is also a 
big factor in successful grain pro- 
duction and the lower this is, with- 
out sacrificing returns, the more 
successful is the farmer. An experi- 
ment has been under way for five 
ars at the Nappan Experimental 
rm, testing different cultivation 
methods of sunflower ground for 
oats. The five year average yield of 
grain on the plots plowed shallow in 
the spring, is 63.3 bushels. Plot: 
which were disked in the spring, (not 
plowed), gave an average yield of 
69.6 bushels, or 6.3 bushels more 
grain at a much lower cost. None of 
these plots received y autumn 
treatment. Plots which were plowed 
in the fall gave a yield of 63.5 
bushels and others, ribbed in 
autumn, 63.8 bushels. From these 
data we see that the cheapest and

In addition to having good | 
queens, proper protection and suf- | 
ficient room for brood production, | 
each colony must have an abundant | 
supply of food. It has been estimated 

that one comb of stores is required | 
to produce one comb of brood and it | 
requires approximately seventeen 

combs of brood to produce a force of | 
100,000 bees, which represent a real 

strong colony. It is quite apparent 

then that food is an important factor 
during the spring  brood-rearing 
period. Early flowers supply a cer- 

tain amount of nectar but this 
amount is altogether insufficient 

to maintain maximum brood produc- 
tion and must be supplemented with 
food given by the beekeeper. No 
colony should have less than fifteen 
pounds of stores available at any 
time during the spring. Any short- 
age tends to retard brood rearing 


and this in turn affects the crop! 


produced. Honey or sugar syrup can 
be given to make up any shortage 
that occurs but never give honey 
from an unknown source for fear of 
disease.
